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ABSTRACT 



This Kids Count data book presents statewide trends in the 
well-being of Louisiana’s children. The statistical profile is based on key 
indicators of well-being in nine areas: (1) child poverty; (2) children in 
families receiving welfare services; (3) maternal and child health; (4) 
juvenile offenses; (5) public education; (6) child abuse and neglect; (7) 
mothers in the labor force; (8) child care assistance; and (9) family income. 
The introduction provides an overview of the central findings related to 
child poverty, child care, child health, and children in trouble; makes 
recommendations for state action; and describes new promising efforts to 
assist children and families. The bulk of the data book details the findings 
on each indicator for each parish, delineated by race. The data book 
concludes with parish rankings on five key indicators and data notes and 
sources.

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CHILDREN IN LOUISIANA 

We recently received a letter from a young mother 
whom we helped find child care and a way to pay 
for it. When we first heard from her in 1991 she 
was a single mother of 4 small children receiving 
no child support. She was working two, and 
sometimes three jobs with no benefits, and paying 
$585 month in child care costs. 

In addition to the child care we helped her find 
and pay for, the State located her children’s father 
and she began receiving regular support checks. 

Now, she writes, “1 am employed by the U.S. Post 
Office as a rural carrier associate . . . (my) school- 
age kids are honor students . . . The 4 year old is 
with a sitter. . . We own a lovely home! My kids 
love it . . . Thanks to people like yourselves, we’re 
a strong, healthy family!” 

The point is that a little help can make a differ- 
ence. A lot of help, by the way, can make a big 
difference. 

This is our third annual Data Book on 
Louisiana’s Children. After the first book was 
released, the question we heard most was, “Why is 
this happening?” When the second book was 
released, we heard “What can we do?” 

In the pages that follow you will find our responses 
to these questions. In light of the data and our 
experiences, we look at what children and families 
need, what responses are required, and some new 
efforts that are promising. 

There are a few central themes to keep in mind as 
you read and think about your own responses. 

First of all, it’s all connected. No matter how good 
the schools get, a child who is sent to bed without 
supper and hit with a belt in the morning for 
oversleeping won’t come to school ready to learn. 
Children who are abused or neglected are likely to 
become youth in trouble. Babies born with good 
prenatal care and at a healthy birthweight have 
the best potential for becoming good learners. A 
study conducted at the University of Michigan last 
year shows that “persistent poverty during the first 
years of life leaves children with I.Q.. scores 9. 1 
points lower at age five than children who suffer 
no poverty during that period.” Good quality child 



care and early childhood development produces 
children who are less likely to rely on public 
assistance later in life. 

Secondly, our responses need to be thoughtful, not 
just politically expedient. The rush to reform 
welfare is a good example. In the state and na- 
tional enthusiasm for moving mothers quickly into 
the workforce, we need to look for thoughtful, 
informed answers to a few questions. 

Are there enough jobs? 

Can we match skills and training to existing 

and projected jobs? 

Will we help pay for good, consistent child 

care and health care? 

Our hunch, based on the welfare reform program 
currently in place, is that the answer to all of these 
questions is still “no.” We need to be able to 
answer “yes” to these questions for any attempt at 
welfare reform to be successful. 

The over-representation of African-American 
children at the bottom end of every statistical 
indicator is another example where a thoughtful 
response is required. Most commonly the re- 
sponse is to ignore the facts or gloss over the 
difference with a “race doesn’t matter” approach. 
Our analysis is that the statistics demonstrate the 
racism that is engrained in all of our institutions - 
schools, churches, banks, courts, health care and 
the others - and that we can’t jump to solutions 
without looking as carefully at this problem as we 
do at others. 

Crime, especially youth crime, is still another 
example. Our state will be paved with prisons if 
we don’t begin investing seriously in prevention. 

Finally, keep in mind that we CAN change these 
statistics if we come together, put our minds and 
resources to it, and act on what we know. 

To quote Richard Stolley, Senior Editorial Adviser 
at Time, Inc.: “1 have seen four. . . revolutions in 
my lifetime, all dissimilar, all still evolving but all 
profound. The first was the civil rights movement. 
The second, the empowerment of the elderly. The 
third, the campaign to save the environment. The 
fourth, the struggle for women’s rights ... lam 
convinced that a social revolution for children 
must be launched. But they cannot do it them- 
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selves . . . They depend on us. Social revolution 
succeeds when it becomes national consensus, 
and we have seen that happen time and again in 
this country. We must make it happen for chil- 
dren." 

CHILD POVERTY 

Families need adequate incomes. 385,993 of 
Louisiana's children - about one in three - live in 
poverty. In 1990, the latest year for which parish- 
level poverty data are available, the percent of 
children under age 18 in poverty was 31.4%. A 
decade earlier it was 23.5%. More and more 
children's lives are being shaped by deprivation. 
Only four parishes in the entire state have child 
poverty rates under 20% - Cameron, St. Bernard, 
St. Charles and St. Tammany. Fourty-six parishes 
have poverty rates of 30% or higher. 

Female headed families have extremely high rates 
of poverty. Women generally earn less money than 
men do, despite level of education, and often 
work in jobs with fewer benefits. Failure of absent 
parents to pay child support is a major part of the 
problem. In Louisiana, only about 40% of child 
support cases have orders for collection estab- 
lished. The rest are awaiting some type of action, 
while the children in these families wait for 
clothes, school supplies or medical care. 

Roughly 49% of all children in poverty are receiv- 
ing Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
(AFDC). The average AFDC payment is $165.56, 
which provides a family with income at about 26% 
of the poverty level, about 50% when Food Stamps 
are added. Louisiana ranks 47th among the states 
in AFDC benefit levels. 

Most of the remaining 50% of poor children have 
parents who are employed, but whose wages are 
too low to provide for the family's needs. For 
working poor families, some help is available 
through the federally established Earned Income 
Credit (EIC). The EIC is a refundable tax credit of 
up to $2,364 in 1993 for families who work full or 
part time. Expansion of the EIC can provide 
greater relief for working poor families. 

AFDC is no substitute for a decent salaried job. 
Neither is a job with very low wages, no benefits, 
and no assistance with child care, housing, health 
care, and employment-related expenses such as 
transportation. The rallying cry around "welfare 
reform” ignores some important realities: There 
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aren't enough jobs; we don't know how to effec- 
tively prepare a home-grown workforce for good 
jobs that do exist or will exist; and our willingness 
to get people off of public assistance is not yet 
matched by a willingness to support their ability to 
stay off. 

In spite of these major gaps, Louisiana's welfare 
reform effort, “Project Independence,” can point to 
some important successes. The program might be 
able to point to more if we had better capacity for 
tracking outcomes. Much of the success of Project 
Independence is due to the simple fact that 
women on welfare would much rather be working 
for wages. That spirit deserves respect, in the form 
of welfare reform policies based on good informa- 
tion, a supportive rather that punitive approach, 
and a focus on making work pay. 

Child poverty rates haven't always been so high, 
and they don't have to be so high in the future. 

The Center on Hunger, Poverty and Nutrition 
Policy at Tufts University in Massachusetts pub- 
lished a report in 1993 projecting child poverty to 
the year 2010. There were two scenarios. In the 
first, the child poverty projection was based on the 
downward trend that occurred during the 1960s, a 
decade in which child poverty decreased by 45%. 
This dramatic reduction in poverty took place 
during a period of economic expansion and 
government commitment to reducing poverty. 

During the 1970s, child poverty increased by 
10.6%, then leaped by another 24% in the 1980s, 
reversing the downward trend of the 60s. In the 
1980s the federal government was committed to 
cutting its involvement in anti-poverty measures. 
This, along with recessions, changes in family 
structure (more families were headed by a single 
wage earner), and the decline in real wage levels 
contributed to the growing number of children in 
poverty. 

During the 1980s, Louisiana lost over $3 billion in 
federal aid for programs for children and families. 
In fact, Louisiana is among the ten states which 
lost the most in per capita federal dollars between 
1982 and 1991. As a result, children have suffered 
tremendously. 

The projections from the Center's study suggest 
that if child poverty trends continue at the current 
rate, by the year 2010, 20 million American chil- 
dren will be poor. However, if we adopt economic 
and domestic policies which decrease poverty, by 
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2010 the number of Louisiana children who are 
poor would be cut in half and the number of poor 
children throughout the country would be negli- 
gible. 

CHILD CARE 

Families also need quality, affordable, accessible 
child care. Low cost child care is too often low 
quality child care unless there is a subsidy in 
place. Some employed parents working at very 
low wages can hardly afford any child care, yet 
they must have it in order to keep working. Fed- 
eral programs, including “welfare reform” acknowl- 
edge child care as a basic need for low-income 
employed parents. But monies provided don’t yet 
come close to buying quality or meeting the extent 
of the need. We must do better. It is not worth 
sacrificing our young children’s development at the 
altar of family self-sufficiency. 

Efforts toward improving the quality of child care 
continue despite the deficiency of resources. The 
list begins with the thousands of child care provid- 
ers across the state doing their best to serve the 
needs of children and families. Their efforts are 
supported by new training and staff development 
initiatives - federally funded for the most part and 
administered by the state’s Department of Social 
Services with planning and input provided by an 
advisory committee composed of early childhood 
professionals from around the state and consulta- 
tion from a nationally respected expert in the field. 

Family child care providers (who use their own 
homes to care for fewer than seven children) have 
formed a professional association to support and 
encourage efforts toward quality care, and Louisi- 
ana also has a new state-wide organization of 
family child care sponsors. There are three child 
care resource and referral agencies covering the 
state, assisting families who are looking for child 
care and giving them tips on what constitutes 
quality. Preschool programs in the public schools 
are now an important part of the fabric of the early 
childhood development and support system. 

Head Start, a model proven to be effective, is 
receiving needed and deserved attention at the 
federal level. 

CHILD HEALTH 

Families need good accessible health care. Parents 
need opportunities for primary health care for 
themselves and their children that do not require 
an all-night stay in the emergency room or a 
missed day of work. Families who have children 
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with special needs must have access to the support 
and assistance that will lead these children to a 
healthy, productive adulthood. Low-income 
families need opportunities for preventative health 
care so they do not face medical catastrophes that 
needlessly drain their resources and ours. 

Good nutrition is a basic building block for good 
health. WIC, the Special Supplemental Food 
Program for Women, Infants and Children, is a 
federally sponsored program which provides food 
and nutritional screening and counseling to low- 
income women and their children. There are 
currently 109,010 individuals receiving WIC in the 
state, 75% of whom are infants and children. But 
more could be served. Statewide, there are an 
estimated 120,000 more individuals eligible for 
WIC who do not receive it. 

In Louisiana, 70,502 babies were bom in 1992 
(the latest year for which figures are available). 
Most of those babies had a healthy start in life 
because their mothers obtained the prenatal care 
that is so crucial to their future health. “Ad- 
equate” prenatal care is defined by the “Kessner 
Index” as a visit in the first trimester, at least a visit 
a month through the seventh month and a visit 
every two weeks thereafter. But 20.4% (14,384) of 
Louisiana babies were born to mothers who had 
not received adequate prenatal care. Prenatal care 
can prevent illnesses in newborns thereby saving 
the high emotional and financial costs of medical 
care for a sick baby. The overall rate of adequate 
prenatal care ranges from a low of 40.3% in Lin- 
coln Parish to a high of 82.4% in St. Tammany 
Parish. 

There is a significant difference in the rate of 
adequate prenatal care among white and African- 
American mothers. In 34 parishes, the rate of 
adequate prenatal care among African-American 
mothers is 50% or less, ranging from a low of 
19.3% in Washington Parish to a high of 66.7% in 
Tensas Parish. By contrast, the rate of adequate 
prenatal care among white mothers is 50% or 
below in only two parishes, ranging from a low of 
49.6% in Lincoln Parish to a high of 88.4% in East 
Baton Rouge. The nation’s goal of adequate 
prenatal care for 90% of pregnant mothers in the 
Year 2000 is going to be difficult for Louisiana to 
reach. 

The U.S. Public Health Service has established a 
goal of reducing the infant mortality rate to 7 per 
1,000 for whites and 1 1 per 1,000 for African- 
Americans by the year 2000. As a nation and as a 
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state, we are getting better at keeping babies alive 
during their first year of life. The most recent infant 
mortality rate for Louisiana (1987-1991 average) is 
8.1 per 1000 white infants and 15.8 per 1,000 
African-American infants. Between 1984 and 1988, 
the rates were 8.7 and 16.1 per 1,000 births for 
whites and African-Americans, respectively. 

Though we’re moving in the right direction, infant 
mortality is an area in which our nation still falls 
behind many other developed countries. Better 
access to prenatal care could keep many more 
babies alive. 

Low birthweight greatly increases the risk of infant 
mortality. Babies weighing less than 2,500 grams 
(5.5 pounds) are considered low birthweight. Low 
birthweight infants have more illnesses and higher 
death rates. Babies weighing less than 1,500 
grams at birth are considered very low birthweight 
and are at the greatest risk. The rate of low 
birthweight babies bom in Louisiana in 1992 was 
9.4% overall. In Louisiana, 1.8% (1,269) of babies 
born in 1992 weighed less than 1,500 grams. 

Preventing illness is one of the most fundamental 
ways we can ensure the well-being of children. 

The national immunization initiative has estab- 
lished the goal of 90% coverage by the year 2000 
for the primary-booster immunization series by the 
second birthday. In 1993, only 58% of Louisiana’s 
children were covered. It should be noted that this 
figure is based on a retrospective survey (currently 
enrolled kindergarten students who were fully 
immunized at age 2). The results of recent efforts 
to Increase immunization rates should be reflected 
in future data. The 58% rate is close to the na- 
tional rate of 60%, but far below the 90% goal. 

Simply put, all families must have quality health 
care. Including preventive care, located where they 
can get to it, open when they can go, and available 
at a price they can afford. Our job is to keep the 
light shining on these few basic elements through- 
out the local, state and national debates on health 
care. The good news, of course, is that the debates 
are underway. 

CHILDREN IN TROUBLE 

Families and children need help avoiding trouble, 
and some extra help when trouble arises. Adoles- 
cence is the time when children begin making 
decisions that have significant impact on their 
futures. Too many of our young people are making 
bad decisions that lead them to trouble. But they 
will continue to make bad decisions until we 



provide them with more and better options. 

Juvenile crime, particularly violent crime, is a 
major concern nationwide. In 1993, 12,877 
children in Louisiana were in custody or under the 
supervision of the state’s Office of Youth Develop- 
ment. The crimes committed by these children 
range from truancy to homicide. Youth are increas- 
ingly the victims of crime as well. The homicide 
rate among teenagers 15-19 is 33.1 per 100,000. 
The highest rate is among African-American teens 
at 79.1 per 100,000. About every four days, 
another African-American teenager is murdered. 

Sometimes, the violence youth commit is against 
themselves. The suicide rate among teenagers 15- 
19 is 13.1 per 100,000. White youth have the 
highest rate of suicide at 17.1 per 100,000, com- 
pared to 6.8 among African-Americans and 4.3 
among other races. 

Teens who find themselves in trouble are very 
often the same teens who have experienced failure 
in the education system. During the 1991-92 
school year, 1 1,371 students dropped out of 
school. Our graduation rate, based on the number 
of graduates divided by the number of ninth- 
graders enrolled four years earlier, is 60.5%. It is 
imperative that more of our children succeed in 
school. Success breeds more success and failure 
breeds more failure. Teenagers who pass the 
important milestone of high school graduation 
have greater earning power and are less likely to 
get into trouble than their peers who have dropped 
out of school. 

Teenage births account for 18.1% of all births in 
Louisiana. East Carroll Parish has the highest 
overall rate of teen pregnancy at 30.1% of all 
births. Vernon Parish has the lowest rate at 
1 1.8%. Teen pregnancy also differs widely by race. 
Teenage births account for 12.7% of all births to 
white mothers compared to 25.6% of all births to 
African-American mothers. Teenage pregnancy 
has profound consequences for the teen parents, 
their children, and society at large. Teenagers who 
become parents often don’t finish school. They 
lack work experience and have a difficult time 
earning enough money to support their children. 

As a result, they are more likely to depend on 
AFDC for financial support, and remain on it for a 
longer period of time than older parents. Children 
of teen mothers are more likely to be poor than 
children born to older parents and are less likely to 
receive child support. 
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Teen pregnancy prevention is most successful 
when real alternatives are offered. Teens need to 
be convinced that there are benefits to delaying 
child bearing. We need to be sure that they have 
other routes in their search for nurture, self- 
esteem, and a connection to the future. 

The crisis facing our young people needs to be 
seen as a state of emergency, the sort of situation 
that calls for a fully equipped, multi-strategic, 
coordinated response. These are some of the 
essential components: 

o community-based opportunities for youth to 
pursue special interests and skills, engage in 
sports and the arts, develop healthy relation- 
ships with peers and adults in safe settings, 
and earn a little money; 

° effective schools, with community involvement 
and programming based on sound principles of 
adolescent development, staffed with a full 
complement of well-prepared and adequately 
compensated teachers and counselors operat- 
ing in well-kept facilities; 

o programs to teach conflict resolution and 
family life education for youth and their fami- 
lies, to expose them to career options and 
requirements, to expand their vision, and to 
bolster their individual and collective self 
images. 

Our quick response strategy also needs to include 
interventions, including treatment for drug addic- 
tion and emotional problems, constructive alterna- 
tives to incarceration, individual and family coun- 
seling, support and guidance for teen parents, and 
appropriate remedial education. 

We're not starting from scratch. In communities 
throughout the state, efforts are underway to 
provide young people with these sorts of options. 
They include mentor programs and tutoring pro- 
grams, teen pregnancy prevention programs and 
teen parent support programs, drug prevention and 
dropout prevention initiatives and more. The 
state’s Office of Public Health has a full-scale 
initiative underway to establish school-based 
health clinics. Louisiana now has 20 such clinics 
operating or planned, addressing the physical and 
mental health needs of young people in those 
schools. 

Child abuse is another terrible trouble that afflicts 
some families. Child. abuse tends to occur more 



often when families face stressors such as poverty, 
unemployment, sickness and other problems. The 
state’s Children’s Trust Fund develops an updated 
plan every three years for the prevention of child 
abuse based on statistics and public input. The 
plan is carried out through 42 community-based 
prevention programs across the state, representing 
a full range of approaches. Unfortunately, the total 
funds amount to only about $400,000. 

We must invest more substantially in the preven- 
tion of child abuse. We must also develop an array 
of responses to stop abuse when it’s happening, to 
heal the victims and, whenever possible, to restore 
their families’ abilities to function. Right now, our 
responses are for the most part too little, too late, 
and too often off the mark. Parenting education 
classes are offered in cases where intensive family 
therapy and case management are needed. Courts 
too often place fairness to parents and perpetrators 
ahead of the welfare of children. Far too many 
children in foster care continue to suffer treatment 
that is as destructive as the abuse they are trying 
to escape. They are moved from place to place, 
forced to wait many months for treatment, and 
denied the security of a stable, permanent, nurtur- 
ing home. 

COMING TOGE'niER FOR CHILDREN AND 
FAMILIES 

Addressing family needs and family crises is an 
essential part of the solution. But just as we know 
that strong, healthy children tend to emerge from 
strong, healthy families, we also have come to 
realize that strong healthy families are best raised 
in strong, healthy communities. 

Efforts at the state level to support and build on 
the inherent power contained in communities are 
promising. The newly organized Louisiana Family 
Resource Coalition, based at Northeast Louisiana 
University in Monroe, is one. Guided by prin- 
ciples that stress relationships of equality, commu- 
nity-based and culturally relevant programming, 
and family strength, this coalition aims to stimu- 
late and support family-focused programs in 
communities throughout the state. 

Other partnerships are well-established. In New 
Orleans, there is the St. Thomas/Irish Channel 
Consortium, formed to bring institutions into a 
community partnership based on accountability to 
resident leadership. Now five years old, the 
consortium has been able to attract millions of 
dollars to address community needs. In Baton 
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Rouge, there’s the Children’s Coalition, a group of 
60 agencies working in a collaborative process 
with and for the communities in which they are 
based. 

In the region, there is the Foundation for the Mid 
South located in Jackson, Miss., and serving that 
state plus Louisiana and Arkansas. Operating 
from a perspective that acknowledges poverty and 
racism as the root causes of other social ills, this 
foundation seeks to make connections with 
grassroots leadership in local communities and 
strengthen capacity to bring about needed 
changes. 

Strong, healthy children, families and communities 
are built on good public policies. This means 
laws, government regulations and procedures, and 
budgets that are intentionally designed to support 
the well-being of children and families. 

Agenda for Children seeks to make this happen. 
Our mission is to make Louisiana a state in which 
all children can thrive. The first steps are knowing 
what’s happening, what’s needed, and getting the 
word out. This book speaks to those purposes. So 
does the recently released “Children’s Budget” 
prepared by the Children’s Cabinet created by the 
Louisiana Legislature. The Children’s Budget 
presents baseline expenditures for children across 
state agencies. That’s going to be very useful 
information. But information alone won’t make 
change. People make change, coming together 
and acting toward a common purpose. 

"Coming Together for Children and Families,” the 
mobilization effort of the Louisiana Kids Count 
collaborative, is a vehicle for connecting with 
communities and organizations across the state to 
create a voice that speaks above the din of politics, 
patronage and the old ways of doing things - for 
kids!

Poverty 1990 

Poverty: The poverty figures in this book reflects 
individuals and families who fall below the federal 
poverty threshold. The poverty threshold represents an 
annual income level adjusted for family size which is 
three times the estimate of what that family spends on 
food in a year. The poverty threshold is revised annu- 
ally to allow for changes in the cost of living as re- 
flected in the Consumer Price Index. The average 
poverty threshold for a family of four persons was 
$12,674 at the time these figures were calculated. 
Poverty thresholds were applied on a national basis 
and were not adjusted for regional, state, or local 
variations in the cost of living.

Poverty 1993, Children Receiving 
AFDC: Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
(AFDC) is a cash assistance program that states 
administer under federal supervision for families with 
children who meet specific eligibility requirements. 

The benefit amount is determined by the number of 
family members and the family’s countable income. 

For example, a family of three with no countable 
income will receive a grant of $190 in an urban area; 
$174 in a non-urban area. A family of three with 
countable income in excess of these amounts would be 
ineligible for AFDC benefits. The figures in this book 
reflect the average number of children receiving AFDC 
benefits each month between July 1, 1992 and June 30, 
1993. 

Food Stamps: The Food Stamp program is a federal 
public assistance program which provides food cou- 
pons that are exchanged for food. Households in 
Louisiana with gross income below 130% of the 
poverty level and net income below 100% of the 
poverty level may be eligible for Food Stamps. For 
example, the maximum net income for a family of three 
is $991. The figure in this book reflects the number of 
children receiving Food Stamps in one month: June, 
1993.

Medicaid: Medicaid is a program of government- 
financed medical care for specified groups of people, 
including: recipients of AFDC; children who qualify for 
foster care and adoption assistance, individuals who 
have lost AFDC because of employment or receipt of 
child support payments, pregnant women who: (a) 



meet financial eligibility standards for AFDC, (b) would 
qualify for AFDC if babies were already born, or (c) live 
in families with income not exceeding 133% of the 
federal poverty level, infants until their first birthday if 
their mothers were eligible when they were bom, 
children under 6 in families with income below 133% 
of the federal poverty level and children bom after 
9/30/83 who are under 19 and live in families with 
incomes below 100% of the federal poverty level. The 
figure in this book is the average number of Medicaid 
eligible children ages 0-20 each month during fiscal 
year 1993 Ouly 1, 1992 - June 30, 1993).

WIC: Special Supplemental Food Program for 
Women, Infants and Children is a federal food program 
which provides supplemental foods, nutritional screen- 
ing and nutrition counseling to eligible low income 
pregnant women, new or nursing mothers, and chil- 
dren under 5 who are at “nutritional risk.” Eligibility is 
set by the federal government at 185% of the poverty 
level. WIC is not an entitlement program, and there- 
fore serves only a percentage of those who are eligible. 
The data contained in this book include infants and 
children participating in the WIC program in 1993.

Maternal and Child Health 1992 

Live Births: The total number of live births to women 

in Louisiana in 1992. 

Live Births to Mothers 1 9 and under. Live births to 
women ages 19 and under as a percent of all live births 
to women of the same race in 1992. 

Percent Low Birthweight Babies: Live births under 
2500 grams (5.5 pounds) as a percent of all live births 
to women of the same race. 5 year-average, 1988- 
1992. 

Percent Women Receiving Adequate Prenatal 
Care: 1992 percentage based on modified Kessner 
Index. In general, care must begin in the first trimester 
of pregnancy, with a minimum number of doctor visits 
during each period of gestation in order to be consid- 
ered “adequate.” The index rates only the frequency of 
doctor visits, not the quality of care received. 

Infant Mortality Rate: The average number of 
deaths per year of infants under one year of age per 
1,000 live births to mothers of the same race. 5 year- 
average, 1987-1991.

Percent Children with up-to-date Immunization: 
The parish level data is based on a review of immuni- 
zation records done by the Immunization Program of 
the Office of Public Health in 1993 of a stratified 
random sample of children immunized in the public 
health clinics. Children were considered up-to-date if 
by age 24 months they had received 4 DPTS (diptheria, 
pertussis, tetanus), 2 polios, and 1 MMR (measles, 
mumps, rubella). 

The state level data is based on a retrospective survey 
of a random sample of school children. Immunization 
records were sought for the selected children. The 
data was entered into a database and analyzed to 
determine immunization coverage at selected ages. 
Children were considered up-to-date if by age 24 
months they had received 4 DPTS (diptheria, pertussis, 
tetanus), 3 OPV (oral polio vaccine), and 1 MMR 
(measles, mumps, rubella). This figure is not available 
at the parish level and differs from the parish level data 
presented in this book. The parish figures are based 
only on the children immunized in public health 
clinics; the state figure accounts for children immu- 
nized by either public or private providers. 

Child Death Rate: The average number of deaths per 
year of children between the ages of 1-14 years from all 
causes per 100,000 Louisiana residents of the same 
age, 1990-1992.

Youth in TVouble 

Children in Custody/ Under Dept, of Corrections 
Supervision: The total number of children served by 
the Department of Public Safety and Corrections, 

Office of Youth Development in 1993, including 
children in custody (in secure and non-secure place- 
ments); children under supervision (including Informal 
Adjustment Agreements), cases that were referred to 
the Office of Youth Development but diverted from 
court, and cases still pending court action. The state 
total presented is greater than the sum of children in 
custody in each parish because the state total includes 
cases that don’t have a parish of commitment. 

Crimes Against Persons: Includes assault-battery, 
robbery, homicide, sex crimes, and weapons offenses. 

Crimes Against Property/Other. The majority of 
crimes in this category are burglary, theft, drugs, and 
status offenses. 16.7% of crimes in this category are 



classified by the Office of Youth Development as 
"other.” Of the crimes classified as "other,” some could 
be considered crimes against persons, such as resisting 
arrest, disturbing the peace, and aggravated arson. 

Also, a small number of burglaries (less than 3%) are 
considered crimes against persons because a person 
was present at the time the crime was committed.

Teen Violent Death Rate: The average number of 
deaths per year of teens 15- 19 years due to violence

year of teens 15-19 years due to suicide per 100,000 
Louisiana residents of the same age, 1990-1992. 

Teen Accident Death Rate: The average number of 
deaths per year of teens 15-19 years due to accidents 
per 100,000 Louisiana residents of the same age, 1990- 
1992. 

Teen Homicide Rate: The average number of deaths 
per year of teens 15-19 years due to homicide and legal 
intervention per 100,000 Louisiana residents of the 
same age, 1990-1992. 

Births to Unmarried Teens: Live births to unmarried 
women ages 15- 19 years in 1992.

Current expenditures include only instruction and 
support services and do not include adult education 
expenses. 

Percent Graduation, Public/Private Combined: 

The Department of Education does not report a 
graduation rate. Therefore, this figure was obtained by 
dividing the total number of public and private high 
school graduates in 1991-92 by the number of public 
and private school ninth-graders four years earlier. This 
figure does not account for student migration or for 
students not classified by grade.

Total Number of Cases: A Child Support Enforce- 
ment case is defined as every absent parent who is 
now or may eventually be obligated under law for the 
support of one or more dependent children. The 
number in this book includes collection cases (cases in 
which an obligation for support has been established) 
and intake cases (cases in which an obligation has not 
yet been established). 

Percent Cases with Collection: The number of cases 
in which an obligation for support has been estab- 
lished. An obligation is the legal establishment of an 
amount of money which is to be paid on a regular basis 
by a non-custodial parent for the support of that 
parent’s children. 

Amount Owed: The actual dollar amount owed for all 
collection cases from July 1, 1992 - June 30, 1993. 

Amount Paid: The dollar amount paid on all collec- 
tion cases from July 1, 1992 - June 30, 1993.

Median Family Income: The income value at which 
an equal number of families fall above and below.

A word about data.... Every attempt has been made 
to compile the latest and most accurate figures avail- 
able on child well-being at the state and parish level. 
However, there are limitations to these data. Some of 
the data, including census data on poverty, women 
with children in the work force and percent uninsured 
children, are based on samples of the population and 
as such are subject to sampling variability. For some 
indicators, such as child support, parish level data 
were unavailable. For some health indicators, such as 
child death and teen violent death rates, data could not 
be presented on the parish level because the numbers 
were too small to calculate a rate. Other data, such as 
child abuse and juvenile crime, reflect only the cases 
that have entered the state system. There are, however, 
many more that are not reported. 
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
